Rey. Mr. Church 
Dies Suddenly 


‘ollapsed at North Station, Died 
on Way to Hospital—Had 
Been Here Twelve Years 


fey. Alfred C. Church, pastor of the 
Free Christian church for the past 12 
years, passed away suddenly yesterday 
pfternoon while being removed to the 
faymarket Relief hospital, Boston, 
piter having collapsed at the North 
tation. His sudden passing came as a 
shock even to those who, knowing that he 
vas in poor health, had seen him pursuing 
is usual church duties regularly. 

He had started for Boston with a 
eighbor, Frederick H. Jones, in an auto- 
nobile, but driving was so bad that at 
Reading they left the car and rode the 
rest of the way on the train. Arriving at 
he North station, he collapsed, and was 
mmediately rushed to the hospital, but 
he was dead on arrival. 

Funeral services will probably be held 
Sunday at 2 p.m. by Rev. Newman 
Matthews at the church. Burial will 
robably be in Michigan. 

Rey. Mr. Church accepted the call to 
he Free church in November, 1924, and 
mrrived here on December 31. His first 
sermon as pastor he preached on Sunday, 

anuary 4, the text being: ‘“‘This do in 
Memembrance of Me.” Rey. Dr. Frederick 
A. Wilson, who died last March, gave the 
Right Hand of Fellowship to Rev. and 
Irs. Church the same day. On October 
26, 1924, Rey. Mr. Church had preached 
Jere on invitation, and it was because of 
he fine impression he made at that time 
hat the trustees requested him to become 
pastor.

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Vital Statistics Going Wrong Way 


Andover had a very poor year, as far as 
vital statistics are concerned, for the town 
clerk’s annual figures show that the town 
is going up in deaths and dropping in 
marriages and in births. 

Despite the last minute efforts of a pair 
of twins who arrived on Christmas eve, 
the total number of births for Andover 
dropped from 135 to 111, one of the most 
sharp declines in recent years. And during 
the same 366 days the number of deaths 
rose from 182 to 157. There were 25 more 
deaths, 24 less births, a net drop in 


population of 49 from the combined 
activities of the Grim Reaper and the 
stork. 

Nor did Dan Cupid do his part as 
effectively as he did in 1935, although he 
did try hard. This past year he arranged 
112 ceremonies, and in the preceding year 
he negotiated 116, a drop of four. 

The total figures have not yet been 
classified by sex, and so it is as yet im- 
possible to lay the blame on male or 
female babies for not arriving faster.

Gallery Year’s Most Extensive Exhibition 


The most extensive exhibition of the 
year, as far as space is concerned, has been 
arranged by the staff of the Addison 
Gallery. It occupies all the loan exhibition 
rooms on the second floor. The physical 
space which it takes up is small, however, 
in comparison with the scope of this 
exhibition, which might be called ‘* Ways 
and Means in Art,”’ but actually has the 
alliterative title, ‘‘ Materials and Methods 
in Painting and Print Making.” A year 
ago, a similar exhibition was put to- 
gether for a preparation and illustration 
of the art course which is given to the 
academy students. There is no reason 
why the appeal of such an exhibition 
should be confined to those following a 
lecture course; this one should be an 
education, an aid and an inspiration to 


most persons interested in painting, 
however diffidently, or even profession- 
ally 


The exhibition consists of paintings, 
drawings, reproductions, tools and ma- 
terials, placed with accompanying explan- 
atory labels, which should be looked at 
and read progressively. Little cards with 


arrows and requests to begin on the left 
or the right of this or that wall are at 
first a little confusing, and the inattentive 
visitor may suddenly find himself travel- 
ling the wrong way. But I was glad that 
in the effort to guide the spectator in the 
way he should go, it has not been made 
impossible for him to pursue the develop- 
ment of Art backward if he chooses, as it 
is for the sternly regimented sightseers in 
some German museums. 

The most arduous portion of the show 
through which the visitor must progress is 
in the two smaller rooms at the left, 
where not only ‘‘ Methods and Materials” 
but theories of putting colors and lines on 
canvas and paper are illustrated. In one 
room there are samples of paints, pow- 
dered or mixed, palettes and brushes in 
the cases; but there are also photographs 
and scientific looking, though attractive 
charts, like large confetti, in pretty 
shades, and wheels which revolve and 
whirl the same bright colors into a mix- 
ture as drab as the neutral wall hanging of

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To Give Park to 


Town as Memorial 


Wood Family Purchases Contro- 
versial Lot as Memorial to 
Village Founder 


The lot at the corner of Lowell and 
North Main streets, long the subject of a 
controversy which finally reached the 
State Supreme court and which indirectly 
led to the adoption of the town zoning 
law, will be a town park in memory of 
William M. Wood, according to plans of 
members of the Wood family who recent- 
ly bought the lot. A petition has been 
circulated asking that an article be in- 
serted in the town warrant for acceptance 
of the gift. The article specifies that the 
lot should be used only for park purposes 
and not for a playground or any other 
such purpose. 

For the past few years the property 
was owned by George MacIntosh of 
Wakefield who was twice refused building 
permits, one for a filling station and later 
for a lunch wagon. The zoning law which 
was passed as an indirect result of the 
agitation which surrounded these two re- 
quests limited construction on the lot to 
single residences. The interim zoning law 
of 1927 under which the permits were re- 
fused was finally brought before the 
supreme court by MacIntosh in his efforts 
to have the selectmen’s decision over- 
turned. The case died a natural death. 

Cornelius A. Wood and other members 
of the Wood family, including Mrs. 
William M. Wood, purchased the lot 
recently after a foreclosure. The family 
and other residents of Shawsheen village 
have long hoped that there could be some 
memorial to Mr. Wood, who as president 
of the American Woolen company was the 
real founder of Andover’s model village.

Cinemappreciation 

This is the time of year when all the 
movie critics pick out the best actor or 
actress and the best motion picture of 
1936. The Townsman cinema critic, who 
merits the title by virtue of dropping in at 
the Colonial once in a while, has an 
opinion which is based on something that 
he saw down here at the town’s local 
movie house. 

It was during the showing of San 
Francisco, which we were seeing for the 
second time after having first seen it with 
a premonition that it wouldn’t be any 
good—a premonition which was perhaps 
based largely on the criticism in Time 
which overemphasized the fact that 
Jeannette MacDonald’s teeth were over- 
emphasized. But we went, liked the way 
she sang, liked the way she acted, liked 
the story, we even liked the overempha- 
sized dental appendages. And we liked 
the motion picture surprise of 1936, the 
appearance of Spencer Tracy first knock- 
ing out Clark Gable in a friendly boxing 
practice and appearing from the showers 
in clerical garb a few moments later. One 
of motion picture’s ‘“‘tough mugs” 
proved a grand priest. 


But to get back to the local incident. 
The first evening performance down here 
had just ended with Jeannette’s voice 
topping that of the crowd of homeless in 
the singing of ‘San Francisco” as they 
returned to build anew what the quake 
had ruined. Two rows in front of us sat an 
academy teacher and three of his children. 
Reluctantly the youngsters rose to leave 
as the picture ended, but their pedagogi- 
cal father didn’t budge. He shook his 
head, the children sat down, removed 
their coats again, and after exchanging 
several sly glances, waited for the second 
performance of “San Francisco.” We 
once took a course under that particular 
teacher, and any picture which can make 
such a very gruff, worldly, sanguine per- 
son as he is want to see it twice in one 
evening deserves all the honor that movie 
criticdom can give it.

It was easy to tell who was coming up 
the stairs to the office, for only one person 
in Andover had that slow, ever so slow 
step on that unusually long flight of steps.

the room. Exercises in applying these 


attractive hues, tints or tones, according 


to their proper values and saturations, are 


shown, together with excellent and lucid 
letterpress. On one wall of this first room 
are hung reproductions of paintings, in 
each of which the strong color is used by 
methods 
theories or feelings. 


based on entirely different 
Range of Drawing 


In the other room, the theory and 


range of drawing as a means of expression 
are studied. On one of the walls the same 
outstretched hand goes through the most 
amazing transformations, proving perhaps 


that the same subject and the same me- 
dium are of complete unimportance com- 
pared with the vagaries in the mind of the 
artist. On another wall there are a number 
of reproductions, chosen to illustrate the 
use of line drawing to express different 
individualities and cultures. On the left 
are Japanese prints and on the right 
European drawings. That East and West 
are as far from meeting as they ever are, 
in their conception of things seen, is 
obvious in these drawings, all beautiful; 
the one modern drawing detracts a little 
from the cleanness of this division, since a 
modern artist cannot claim to be immune 
from influences of any period or culture. 
Even the definition of drawing as things 
physically seen and recorded is hardly 
true of the Japanese prints, which with 
their arbitrary vigorous lines and com- 
positions entirely independent of nature’s 
limitations, are more an expression of 
ideas or emotions than an impression of 
visual facts. Next to this hard and bril- 
liant poetry the West appears more 
workaday, perhaps more dreamy. The 
Rembrandt drawing of a seated woman— 
not cowering—has poetry also in the 
broken lines that follow the play of light 
and movement, fleeting and lifelike. 
Diirer on the other hand enjoys drawing 
the solid lumps and knobs of his “* Male 
Head’’; the Netherlandish Master thinks 
of drawings in terms of sculptured lay 
figures to be covered with brilliant color 
after the drawing has been completely 
worked out. In none of these Western 
drawings is color represented in black and 
white. This is done by Degas in the nine- 
teenth century; several beautiful repro- 
ductions of his drawings, some of a series 
recently acquired by the Gallery, il- 
lustrate the gradual changes in the style 
of one draughtsman. 

By now the visitor has been initiated 


other a sheet half of which told of the! into general theories and is able to pass 
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to the actual pictures and study the 
various ways of placing the paint on the 
canvas; in other words, the painting 
itself. This is illustrated in the largest 
room; some of the material here is loaned 
and some forms part of the Gallery col- 
lection. Seven oils belonging to the Gal- 
lery show variations in the technique of 
modern oil painting; here drawing and 
coloring are no longer separated. 


Examples of Water Color 


There are also many examples of water 
color and tempera, displaying a great 
variety of styles and effects. Here I think 
that the earnest visitor anxious to learn 
all about the different methods and ma- 
terials and understand the qualities and 
possibilities of each, no matter how dili- 
gently he has followed the guidance of 
the little arrows, may be a little puzzled. 
What exactly is tempera? Tempera he 
will be told is painting with powdered 
pigments mixed with egg or other natural 
emulsion; but here are pictures described 
as tempera in which apparently eggs or 
cheese or milk are not used at all; the 
paint is mixed with water like water 
colors, but is opaque because it is mixed 
with white. The pastoral picture by 
Ridgway Knight and the Indian child 
painting certainly do not look like water 
colors, and have none of the fluid, trans- 
parent quality of water color, and yet 
their effect is different from the modern 
and old examples of the tempera painting 
done with egg on a panel. This imaginary 
pilgrim may or may not be disturbed by 
the generally accepted usage of the word 
tempera to describe two different methods 
of painting, but I would like to protest 
against it and ask why the term gouache, 
used by the French to denote the opaque 
water color, which is here called tempera, 
could not be applied to a technique of 
painting which has the qualities of both 
true tempera and water color, but is 
neither? 


Prendergast Panel Interesting 


A panel by Prendergast, done on gesso, 
with its gilding and engraving, and even 
bas-relief effect, is interesting and shows 
the modern use of decorative devices 
sometimes seen in the old Italian pictures. 
There is also a painting done in true 
fresco, a modern copy of an Italian 
original, which unfortunately fails to 
show the architectural surety character- 
istic of the technique; but it shows very 
clearly how the particles of the plaster 
itself have been impregnated with the 
color so that the painting becomes a part 
of the wall on which it was painted. 

rt. . . 

Two sketches and several very efficient 
figure drawings by Lewis Rubenstein are 
hung on the widest wall in a very striking 
and effective grouping. These are the 
studies made by Rubenstein for his 
recently completed work in the Germanic 
Museum at Cambridge, which has as its 
subject the legends of Wagner’s Ring. 
These drawings are shown to illustrate the 
building up and development of a large 
decorative fresco. 

A contrast to Rubenstein’s heroic 
figures is the small oil painting by Benton, 
owned by the Gallery, with the studies 
for it hung nearby. In its simplicity and 
its small size, this picture of men and 
cattle on a Western plain has more epic 
qualities than many of the life size 
frescoes which are being so abundantly 
produced at this time and which often 
seem inevitably artificial.

School Board Has 
$2,100 Overdraft 


An overdraft of $2138.61 for the year 
1936 was reported by superintendent of 
schools Henry ©. Sanborn at the school 
hoard meeting ‘Tuesday evening. The 
finance committee, from which the school 
hoard had asked a transfer of $3,000, was 
able to give only $887.20, other depart- 
ments having secured previous transfers 
which depleted the $15,000 reserve fund. 
The gross overdraft was $3025.81 before 
the transfer. 

The advisory sub-committee reported 
that there was a deficit of $57.59 for the 
new school cafeteria at the end of the 
first term. ‘I'he committee voted to con- 
tinue on the present basis for the present 
term. Slight cuts had been made in prices 
after the first two weeks last term, and 
these cuts had been restored for the last 
two weeks. It was felt that with these 
restored prices the cafeteria would break 
even or show a profit. 

The committee voted to allow the 
superintendent to go ahead with the 
purchase of some needed gymnasium, 
drawing and general science equipment 
immediately out of the regular committee 
funds rather than wait for the special 
building committee transfer which will 
be requested in March. 


New Graduation Date 


The superintendent reported that Mr. 
Hamblin and the high school teachers 
wished a change in the high school gradu- 
ation date so that it would not come in 
College Entrance Board examination 
week as it has heretofore. School will 
close on the 24th of June, but the gradu- 
ation will be held a week earlier at a date 
to be set by Mr. Hamblin so that those 
taking the examinations will not have too 
much piled in on them at once. The senior 
examinations will also be moved up a 
week. 

Mr. Sanborn read an opinion from the

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


House, Formerly the House of Professor McCurdy,| Gives Lecture at 
Sold in Recent Transaction 


Comparatively recent in its construc- 
tion but destined to be historic because of 
its original occupant is the house at the 
corner of Bartlet and Morton streets 
which has just been purchased by Howard 
Sawyer, the sale having been made by the 
W. Shirley Barnard real estate agency. 
A two-story, fifteen-room house, it was 
built in the 1890’s by Professor Matthew 
Scoby McCurdy of Phillips academy. 

There Professor McCurdy and Mrs. 
McCurdy lived until the time of his death 
in 1921. He had come to teach English 
and gymnastics at the academy in 1873, 
the opening year of Dr. Cecil F. P. Ban- 
croft’s principalship, and he lived to see 
Phillips gradually forge ahead. During

most of the near half-century that he 
spent on the Hill, Professor McCurdy 
taught mathematics, and in 1892 he 
wrote an “Exercise Book in Algebra.” 
That book, with revisions by Oswald 
Tower, is still in use at the academy to- 
day.

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Present Method of Electing 


in Unfortunate Situation 


“What do you mean when you 
call the cemetery trustees a ‘curious 
conglomerate’?” The question was 
asked by one of the trustees in con- 
nection with the pre-election story 
in last week’s Townsman, and during 
the ensuing conversation he answered 
his own question by admitting that 
there were three members who go up 
into the air at the slightest provoca- 
tion, another who is not far below 
them when they go up, two who 
rarely if ever attend a meeting, and 
one who spends hours talking on very 
minor details. This analysis was 
bolstered up by his relating of the 
story of the meeting last spring at 
which one of the members angered 
by another resigned, the quarrel 
coming on a parliamentary question 
as to whether a chairman could vote 
to make as well as break a tie. 


To criticize the trustees of Spring 
Grove cemetery without mentioning 
the excellent work that has been done 
at the cemetery, both in making the 
grounds more attractive and in 
putting the: cemetery on a business- 
like basis, would be a real injustice, 
but to say that these improvements 
were made “ because of” the make-up 
of the present board would be to 
miss a very good opportunity to use 
the word “despite,’’ and to overlook 
the fact that the chairman has done 
most of the work. There can be no 
doubting that all this work could 
have been done much more easily 
if the board were not made up of men 
whose chief fault is getting on each 
other’s nerves. 


The board of trustees of the ceme- 
tery is the only group of importance 
which is elected from the floor at 
town meeting, and it is this procedure 
which brought the “curious con- 
glomerate.”” Three years ago the 
announcement at town meeting that 
it was time to elect the cemetery 
trustees brought a dead _ silence. 
Then a voter ventured to nominate 
someone, and soon seven names had 
been mentioned, with the nomina- 
tions then being closed. Automati- 
cally the seven were elected with only 
a few minutes’ thought, and as a 
matter of fact the seven voters who 
made the nominations were the only 
ones who really had anything to say 
in this election conducted in the so- 
called “most democratic 
government.” 

The method of electing these men 
should be changed either to popular 
election on the ballot as the library 
trustees are elected, or to appoint- 
ment by the moderator as in the case 
of the finance committee. In the 
event of popular election all seven 
should not go out at once; instead a 

few should go out each year so that

there would never be a board in which 
no member has any knowledge of 
cemetery affairs. 

Election by ballot and appoint- 
ment by the moderator may not be 
perfect, but as long as town meeting 
attendants are silenced by stage 
fright when they wish to nominate 
someone, the town, in electing from 
the town meeting floor, will always 
run the chance of naming a com- 
mittee whose members indulge in 
hurling verbal bombastics at each 
other when discussing cemetery de- 
tails.

Mrs. Charlotte A. Baker 


On Friday, December the eighteenth, 
in her ninety-ninth year occurred the 
death of Mrs. Charlotte A. Baker, a mem- 
ber of the South church for seventy-one 
vears, and one of the oldest and most 
beloved residents of Andover. She was the 
daughter of Joshua Blanchard (one of the 
founders of the Free church) and Eliza 
Hayward Blanchard of this town. Mrs. 
Baker was born in Andover on January 10, 
1838, and was educated here in private 
and public schools.

road where Mrs. Baker continued to live 
seventy-six years. This comfortable New 
England home with its liberal fireplace 
and brick oven, still useable, was a home 
of the early Andover days, being built in 
@ the late 1600’s by one Thomas Abbott 
who sold it in 1794 to Dr. Symonds 
Baker, and by inheritance has remained 
in the Baker family passing from father 
to son until the present time. 

Mrs. Baker was known by her good 
works. Her industrious fingers made 
many articles for the Red Cross and 
other charitable organizations. Her braid- 
ed rugs and patch quilts are treasured pos- 
sessions of numerous friends to whom she 
had given these products of her handi- 
craft. Her hospitality and nimble wit 
both to friend and stranger will never be 
forgotten, or her love for flowers or keen 
interest in current events. The priceless 
legacy she has left to us is her faith in her 
Lord, her devotion to church, family and 
home, her calmness and patience and 
kindly uncomplaining spirit to the end, 
her courage and hope and firm character. 

Services were held at the homestead on 
Monday, December 21, conducted by 
Rey. Frederick Noss, pastor of the South 
church who read the following poem:

Few writers ever had and will continue 
to hold such a warm spot in the affections 
of the American public as the beloved 
Mark Twain.

Judge Joseph M. Hargedon, newly ap- 
pointed to the bench of Andover’s police 
court, hopes that the bench is a good deal 
stronger than the chairs on the stage of 
the town hall. In case you don’t know 
Judge Hargedon, and we hope you won’t 
have to know him in an official capacity, 
he is the one of the town’s big men, hav- 
inga very Weighty influence on the finance 
committee of which he is a member. So 
weighty was his influence that at one 
town meeling a couple of years back he 
startled the town’s electorate by crashing 
through his chair to the floor of the stage 
—and fortunately the floor held. 

That particular part of Joe’s career, or 
careen, Was undoubtedly the most inter- 
est-attracting that Andover has _ seen 
since he came here a number of years 
ago to live in Shawsheen village.
